J. G, Rutherford Utters Some 
Truths. Before the Winnipeg 
Canadian Club 

“Gentlemen, you have been using 
up the natural resources of this couu- 
try, aud sooner or la°er you will come 
to ihe enu.” 

This pregnant utterance was given 
voice by Dr. J. G. nutner.ord, Caigary, 
superiuteadent of agricuimuie ald abe 
ma; ivuustiy, naturai resources’ de’ 
partment oi the &.1.R., in the course 
o; an address delivered recently be- 
fore the Canadiau ciub at Wiluipeg. 


Dr. Ruthertord, introduced by ea- 
Mayor 4. n. Deacon, spoke ou “Tie 
jJoverdependente of the Farm and 
City, and hit address proved Most 


entertainiig and also instructive. 
The speaker went on: “That is 
what has happened to the farmer in 


every country ii the wor.d that SLUCK | 


to the sitigle crop; he has come’to 
the end. And that is wuat will happen 
to you uniess you develop along the 
proper lines.” 

“We have, in this great, big, young, 
overgrown metropolis of yours,” said 
Dr. Kutherford, “got the idea that the 
farmer is a side issue. He is not. 
Farming is not.vne of. the minor 
things. If it were not for the farm and 
tue farmer we would mot have any 
cities, banks, factories, financial insti- 
tutions, no railways—nothing. The 
young pecple do not seem to realize 
it, aud quite a lot of the old ones do 
not. We have in the Canadian west 
in particular Leen in the habit of con- 
sidering the city of primary import 
ance and agricuiture as merely a fac- 
tor in human life and progress. We 
have not taken time to realize what 
we are doing or to see what we are 
passing through..When you get a city 
as large as Winnipeg you begin to 
think you are not dependent on the 
farmer; but you are just as dependent 
on the farmer in this city, this big, 
solid, substantial city, as the mer- 
chant who has his litle general store 
in the small railway hanilet. All. the 
prosperity that has come to the mer- 
chants and professional men and oth- 
ers of Winnipeg; has depended and 
will depend on the prosperity of the 
Man on the western farm. 

“Why is it, that we, as a nation, 
have failed so signally jin grasping this 
great truth?” queried Dr. Rutherford. 
“I do not know of any other country 
in the world that has made such a 
mess of things in this regard as Can- 
ada has done. It has.peen an old joke 
in this country about the _ prairi2 
farmer, We delight to call ourselves 
“the preadbasket of the empire,’ but 
what are we doing? It is true that 
we grow grain; but as far as develop- 
ment of agriculture in this country is 
concerned, we are doing practically 
nothing. In every casé che single 
crop spells decadeuce and the ruin of 
agriculture.) a 

Dr. Rutherford maintained that 
while it was true that Canada is im 
perting no ‘wheat. she is’ importing 
vast quantities of other food. ‘Béef 
grown in the Argentine and Uruguay 
is shipped to Englana. then shipped 
from there back to Canada,-and car- 
ried thousands of miles and sold to 
people of Winnipeg and people of Cal 
gary, here, right the centre of 
Canada’s beef producing district. We 
bring our mutton from Australia and 
New Zeeland, said he, and mutton 
from the Antipodes coming: into the 
country from Atluntic ports, meets 
mutton from the Antinodes coming in- 
to the country from tie Pacific ports, 
and we in this country buy-it and 


country. Cattle had decreased alarm- 
ingly in both Canada and the United 
States during the last few years, he 
said, and gave the slaughtering of 
cows and calves as the principal rea- 
son. He said that also he did not be-

The martyrdom of Edith Cavell, gentle 
nutse and sister of succour and pity, has 
lit sucti a flame in the hearts of mankind 
that even the bronze front. of the inso- 
lent Prussiiti oppressor shrinks back. 
He had thought that he had already 80 
outraged the decent sensibilities of . the 
human race that he could do nothing 
now to shock us. He had systematized 
murder to serve his military ends. He 
had introduced mutilation—even the 
mutilation cof babies—as a method of 
keeping a prostrate and helpless civilian 
population quiet.’ He bad screened his 
troops With old men and shivering 
women and shrinking children, dragged 
from the nearest peasant village and 
prodded forward by the bayonets of his 
bullies.’ He had wrought unspeakable 
outrage and humiliation upon the refined 
mothers and delicate daughters. of his 
conquered towns—even with savage 
beastliness in the open market-place. 

What was there left for-him to do? 
How could he at.this late date sting the. 
cheek of humanity to indignant shame 
that it must adntit a coarse kinship of 
y Janimal species with such as he? It 
‘seemed impossible; but he has done it. 
He has vivlated the Red Cross. He has 
taken the woman’ nurse, whose divine 
pity for all the human suffering about 
her led her to fling caution to the winds 
and. Jisten to her bleeding heart and not 
to her sure knowled of his relentless eru- 
elty; and shot her dead with a thug’s 
revolver as a blackguard deals out mur- 
der ina back ally. Edith Cavell was not 
executed—she was done to death by a 
ruflian with a pistol. 

In her true women’s. pity,’ she had 
hursed Germans. Did that save her? 
Her tender heart had been torn by the 
suffering of every human being flung 
down in helpless pain by the whirling 
tornado of this war. ‘Her- ready hands 
went ont to soothe the pain and save 
what remained of life. She did) not ask 
if the sufferers were _ friends or foes— 
Were the conscript tools of the Kaiser, or 
the heroes who, stood ‘between these blind 
tools of tyranny and the liberties of the 
human, race, ‘They were sore woundéd— 
that wasall she knew, Torn frames and 
lacerated nerves, open veins and crushed 
limbs, unspeakable’ suifering and the

According to these figures 
the population of the worid is increas- 
ing at thé rate of 35,000,000 a year, 
an. increase several millions greater 
in-number than the entire population 
of the United States at the beginning 
of the Civil War, and even then folks 
were talking about our congested con- 
dition, especially in the eastern cities.

Around the ancient capi of Pol- 
and, Cracow, whih e Russians 
uvpsé lo Capture, clusters most of the 
glorious mémorics of that last but 
not.forgotten kingdom. i 

ere for more than four hundred 
y the kings of Poland were 
crowned buried, and for more 
than three hundred years it was their 
seat of government. There lie buried 
Jan Sobieski; who delivered Vienna 
—and therepy all EKurupe—of. the 
; Pontatowski, the famous gen- 
eral. who became one of Napoleon's 
Shals; Mickiewicz, the poet of 
colanag, and Kosciusko, the patriot 
hero of the Poles. 

The tombs of all four are in the 
Stanislas Cathedral, a beautiful 
Gothic church built in 1369, that 
crowns the Wavel, a rocky. hill that 
rises on the adge of the town. There 
are other fine churches in the city, 
the | Rugustinian and Dominican 
among them; and there igs- also the 
gréat Royal Castle, which. vas long 
the residence of the kings of Poland, 
which fell to the uses of a barracks 
after the kingdom was divided, and 
which has within the last fifty years 
been restored. 


e city also contains a very fam-
